We  welcome  the  news  that  our  city  leaders  have  introduced  several  motions  to  declare  a state 
of  emergency  relative  to  the  homeless  crisis  that  is  evident  throughout  the  city.  We  applaud 
these  actions  and  agree  that  acknowledging  a crisis  elevates  the  issue  to  the  attention  it 
deserves.
